Vulcan County Councillors held 
their regular monthly meeting last 
week and transacted mostly 
routine business. At the County 
Council meeting held on Friday, 
Councillors gave third reading to 
By-Law No. 135 to authorize the 
expenditure of the sum of $45,000 
to assist Seed Cleaning Associa¬ 
tions to set up seed cleaning plants 
in the County. This means that the 
enabling legislation is‘passed to 
provide assistance to those -com¬ 
munities which form Seed Cleaning 
Associations and avail themselves 
Of the grant from the Provincial 
Government and the County. 

Councillors discussed the matter 
of the new legislation regarding a 
Farm Purchase Board to enable 
residents of the County to obtain 
additional farm lands and after 
reviewing the details and require¬ 
ments, decided to table this matter 
for the time being. 

Councillors had nn interview 
with one of the officials of the 
Cannangay Lions Club regarding 
a road to the Little Bow Park on 
the south side of the river and 
promised to assist building a road, 
if possible. 

At 3:00 o’clock in the afternoon, 
the Council set up its Court of Re¬ 
vision to hear complaints on the 
1957 assessments and dealt with 
these. Present at the meeting was 
J. J. Miller. Assessor. 

At the Municipal Committee 
meeting, the Committee gave con¬ 
sideration to the matter of 
straightening the Lomond road 
down to the Lake McGregor 
bridge. This would involve an en¬ 
tirely new location for the road 
and it was decided to make appli¬ 
cation to the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment for a special grant to do this 
work, which it I* hoped to be com¬ 
pleted next year. 

The Committee also gave in¬ 
structions to advertise in the local 
(taper the fact that farmers should 
refrain from using one way plows 
on the road shoulders. It was noted 
that considerable dnmage is being 
done to the rouds by larmers mov¬ 
ing these plows along the grades. 

The Committee heard a com¬ 
plaint regarding n culvert on the 
N.W. 23-21-23. and decided to 
lower the culvert to overcome 
some of the flooding, if possible. 

At the School Committee meet¬ 
ing, Committee Members dealt 
with matters pertaining to the re¬ 
novation of the schools and passed 
a motion authorizing painting and 
repairing to be 

Committee members discussed 
the matter of engaging u repair 
man and passed n recommendation 
to the County Council that a suit¬ 
able repair man be hired on a full 
time basis. 

. Correspondence was received 
from'the Public Utilities Commis¬ 
sion stating* that the By-Law for 
the Brant School addition had been 
approved and that the authority 
to borrow sufficient funds for this 
project had been approved and 
published in the Alberta .Gazette.
